It has been de ter­ 
mined that all persons must remain 
aboard the Appam until her status is 


determined. 


Norfolk, Feb. 2.- The exploits of the 
German raider Kmden, which destroy­ 
ed many merchant whips early in the 
war, were overshadowed 
when 
the 
Britsih liner Appam. believed lost oil 
the African coast, came into port fly­ 
ing the German flag and manned by a 
German crew of twenty-two men— a 
prize of war. 
Sim was captured hy the German 
torpedo boat Moewe, which was dis­ 
guised as u tramp steamer, and she 
carried 400 persons, many of whom 
had been taken from seven other ves­ 
sels. sunk by the Moewe. 
The Moewe. a vessel of <>-"<0 tons, 
had not false smokestacks, as had the 
Linden, hut she flew the British en­ 
sign and wore false sides. When she 
bore down upon the Appam she low­ 
ered her lulse sides and the British 
Hag, ran up the German ensign and 
displaced a full armament of guns.
